Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 , 4-1 1 , 1 6 and 1 8-23 are allowed. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claim 1 , 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest, either alone or in combination a touch panel 
device comprising the following limitations "wherein the light to be guided to the outside 
from said light guiding and emitting part is emitted from a side opposite to a side on 
which the touched position is to be detected, wherein said light guiding part and light 
guiding and emitting part constitute a single optically transparent substrate, 
wherein said light guiding part propagates an ultrasonic wave through the 
optically transparent substrate and senses a change in a propagation state of the 
ultrasonic wave due to a touch of an object with said substrate so as to detect a 
position where the object is touched " (Emphasis added— See also Applicant's 
Arguments/Remarks Pgs. 4-8). 

As to Claim 16, the prior art fails to teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination the following limitation: " A touch panel device in which an ultrasonic 
wave is propagated through a single optically transparent substrate and a change

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in a propagation state of the ultrasonic wave due to a touch of an object with said 
substrate is sensed to detect a position where the object is touched ■ wherein 
said substrate is configured so that the light incident on said substrate from said 
light source is guided and emitted to the outside from a face of said substrate 
opposite to a face where the touched position is to be detected ." (Emphasis 
added— See also Applicant's Arguments/Remarks Pgs. 4-8). 

As to Claim 18, the prior art fails to teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination the following limitation (Emphasis added— See also Applicant's 
Arguments/Remarks Pgs. 4-8): "A touch panel device... wherein the light to be 
guided to the outside from said light guiding and emitting part is emitted from a 
side opposite to a side on which the touched position is to be detected, wherein 
said light guiding and emitting part is a step-like structure formed on a surface of 
said light guiding part opposite to the side on which the touched position is to be 
detected " (Emphasis added— See also Applicant's Arguments/Remarks Pgs. 2-3)
